Although the lecture will throughotlb 
be illustrated with living specimens, 
no member of the audience heed have 
any ' . nervous- breakdowns, • -for the 
snakes to be exji'bited have all been 
denuded of theh: venom,; as. a first 
precautlonai^ step In tho handling of 
them.

"The coal and steel industries form 
the backbone of our -province, paying 
M itliey do approximately; 60^ of the^ 
industrial payroll, and if they cannot 
continue, neither can Nova Scotia," 
said Mr. C. J. Burchell in an inter- 
view yesterday. "To keep going, the 
coal industry must have a yearly out- 
put of five milliooi 'tons;' The St. Law- 
rence district >miii:Ne^^ , alone 
do twt consume thia^ s^ There- 
fore it is necessary to have access ito 
the Ontario markèta as well, but duo 
to high freight rates and despite du- 
ties u^n American coal, competition 
is such that the Canadian coal . In- 
dustry cannot sell . them , with : any 
profit. TTie Dominim govemnient.has 
counteracted the high rates by sub- 
ventkms to the railways, tiius rèducUig 
the cost of shipment to Ontario, with 
the result that last year five million 
tons were sold."

Anti-War League Meets To-

I^HE anti-war league -will meet 
in Strathcona Hall this Friday 
at four o'clock. Studenta inter- 
ested in international problems 
have an opportunity of hearing 
T. W. L. McDermott presenting 
more or less a summary of recent 
trends in European affairs. His 
subject proper Is "recent. ■ war 
scares In Europ*.'' 

The speaker, was until last year, 
assistant professor of history at 
McGill University, since his resig- 
nation of this position he has or- 
cupied the position of Secretary to 
the Canadian. League of Nations' 
Society. While In this latter ca- 
pacity he has made many radio 
and platfoTta addresses mostly on 
pertinent international questions 
às is his talk on Friday.

Ten, even five years ago these con- 
ditions may have existed, though we are 
doubtful of that.. Today the studént 
Inurtured under the winir of depression, 
%à8 had in many cases to take care of

more than he has to— and even to pay all 
his living expenses. It has been a period 
of struggle for many.. They hâve become 
more hardened, cynical in many instances, 
and not suckèrs by any stretch of imaginar 
tion. 

The very scarcity oif Jobs after grad- 
uation, . has led to an -increase, in the 
standard of : university education — each 
Istiid^t must know just a little more tlian 
%è next to be a*blé to grab off a position. 
Thè result has been that more study is 
réquired, " particularly of those who are 
training for a profession. People in the 
^business world complain of how hard ttey 
'liïve to work, of the long hours, but they 
seldom realize that many, many students J.'?' 
wo-k just as hard and as long as they do 
every day; and on top of all that, put in 
thrèe, four and even five hours work every |. 
evening. ' ' '^^^•[ 

Any professional course requires a lot; 
of work to even paiss the examinations 8e| 
for them. The student knows that he ha* S 
a large amount of work to gèt done by a 
certain time, and that if he does not get 
it done, it is just too bad. If he goes out 
it night, no matter how much he may seem 
to be enjoying himself, there is very fre- 
quèntly at the back of his .mind, . thé 
thought that he shoul4 be at home study- 
ing, arid not gallivanting around. 

It requires' a very dècided amount of 
ivill-power to spend six or seven years, or 
cven'^'iohger at college, .and to see those 
who were at school at the same time, earn- 
ing money, having a good time, often; hav- 
ini their own cars, and sonietiiiies 8et|ling° 
d6wn to married life. It- is not everyone 
Avho is capable of doing it, sticking to 
..stiidy. . ' . ■ ' ' 

. On the other hand the .life of a .student 
certainly has some ; compensations— nd iofte 
i Will gainsay . that, l it is, nevertheless,, a 
Ifar harder life than 'many realize.
